jects of civic pride. 

The movement is neither urban or 
rural; it is both, taking in the coun- 
try home as well as the town dwel- 
ling. Nor is it local or provincial, as 
it embraces the whole Dominion from 
coast to coast and extends from the 
southern boundary to regions in the 
far north, where even in the Yukon 
some of the finest gardens are to be 
found. - 

It is to give impetus to this highly 
desirable tendency that the Canadian 
Horticultural Society is setting on 
foot a movement for the greater beau- 
tification of Canada. The Ornamental 
Horticulture Committee of this body, 
under the direction of Dr. W. T. 
Macon, Dominion Horticulturist, has 
taken steps to have committees form- 
ed in each province, convened or di- 
rected by the Minister of Agriculture 
or the Provincial Horticulturist. 
These committees working with the 
central office of the council at Ot- 
tawa, it is expected, will carry the 
work down through the horticultural 
societies to even the remotest points 
that are reached by their numerous 
membership. 

The work that has been planned to 
be carried out will include the im- 
provement not only of the homes, but 
parks, railways and highways. Special 
attention will be given to reviving in- 
terest in the cleaning up and_ the 
suitable ornamentation of cemeteries. 


In keeping with modern practice, 
the council has adopted a_ suitable 
slogan, “Beautify Your Home Grounds 
and Help Make Canada More Beauti- 
ful.” But it has gone further than this 
and has issued an attractive and very 
practical handbook, which not only 
lays down the general principles of 
modern landscaping, but contains ex- 
plicit directions for planning and the 
planning of recommended material. 

The work that has been undertaken 
will at once appeal to all who in any 
degree react to the impulse of pa- 
triotism, national, local or civic. It is 
a development worthy of every en- 
couragement that reason, idealism 
and love of country can suggest. Be- 
hind it stands the practical wisdom of 
keen and far-sighted business men, 
who as railway, industrial and cor- 
poration executives or as leaders in 
municipal administration, have pro- 
claimed not only in words but by de- 
finite action, the truth of the slogan 
that “Beauty Pays.” 


ERADICATION OF WILD OATS 


Wild oats will not germinate except 
during the spring and early sum- 
mer; they will not germinate on top 
of the ground nor much below a depth 
of four inches and they will not ger- 
minate in soil deficient in moisture. 
Wild oats will retain their vitality 
in the soil for several years. These 


are’ the;facts’ on fwhich must be based} 


the methods of treating land infest- 
ed with wild oats. To kill them, they 
must be induced to germinate and 
this can be done only in the spring 
and within the top four inches of the 
soil. 

As soon as the crop is taken off, 
shallow plough the land or double 
disk it and as early as possible in 
the spring harrow it and leave till the 
wild oat plants show above the 
ground, which may be any time be 
tween the middle and end of May, 
depending upon the season. Ploug) 
to a depth of three or four inches and 
sow barley or oats for green feed and

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very few wild oats are likely to ap 
pear in the crop. 

If the land being treated is intend- 
ed for fallow, proceed exactly the 
same way until the end of May and 
then early in June plough five or six 
inches deep. Keep the weeds down 
for the remainder of the season and 
very few weeds are likely to appear 
in the grain crop of the following 
year. To thoroughly eradicate wild 
oats, follow the summer-fallow with 
an intertilled crop and keep the crop 
clean of weeds. This crop may be 
potatoes or turnips or sunflowers. 
This method has been used on various 
parts of the farm at the Dominion 
Experimental. Station, Resthern, for 
several years and-the grain crop fol- 
lowing is always choice seed in so 
far as cleanliness is concerned.

INFANT FEEDING 


A great responsibility rests upon 
‘each mother because her baby is ab- 
solutely dependent upon her. The 
health of the citizens of the next Can- 
adian generation depends upon the 
mothers of today. 

The baby is a very helpless mor- 
tal. It is this helplessness _ that is, 
in many ways, so appealing, but, at 
the same time, it makes great de- 
mands upon the mother. 

Breast milk is the perfect food for 
the baby. The breast-fed baby is the 
best-fed baby. In the breast milk, 
he receives all the different kinds 
of food he needs, in the correct pro- 
portions and in a form which is easy 
for him to digest. r 

There is no artificial feeding that 
is just as good as the natural feed- 
ing. The baby who is deprived of his 
natural food loses something that 
cannot be replaced, and he has not 
as good a chance to grow up strong 
and well as has his naturally-fed 
brother. 

There is more sickness and a high- 
‘er percentage of deaths among arti- 
ficially-fed. infants. The reason for 
this is that the naturally-fed infants 
have the benefit of breast milk which 
is free from dirt and disease germs 
and is easy to digest. 


It is cheaper and much more easy 
to breast-feed than it Is to use arti- 
ficial feedings. It takes time to pre- 
pare feedings, the materials used 
must be paid for, and even then, the 
feeding is, at the bést, nothing more 
than a good substitute for the nat- 
ural food. 


In the vast majority of cases, a 
mother weans her baby without know- 
ing that she is doing the wrong thing. 
She may think that she cannot nurse 
her baby, that the baby is not doing 
well, and that, consequently, there 
must either be something wrong with 
her milk, or that it is of poor qual- 
ity. She may have listened to some 
well-meaning but ignorant neighbor 
who has told her that artificial feed- 
ing is better. 


The truth is that there are very 
few women who cannot nurse their 
babies. No baby should be weaned 
exceping on the advice of the family 
physician. Even a small quantity of 
breast milk is better for the baby 
than none at.all. There are many 
ways in which the quantity of milk 
can be increased, and these should 
be all tried before the baby is wean- 
ed. 

The nursing mother’ should eat 
plain, wholesome food. She should 
take milk daily, and fresh fruits and

AMID BRILLIANT CEREMONY 
SESSION OPENED AT OTTAWA 
Ottawa, March 13.—History was 

made in the Senate chamber of Can- 

ada’s Parliament buildings Thursday. 

For the first time since ‘Confedera- 

tion, a Canadian acted as represent- 

ative of His Majesty the King in 
opening Parliament, when Rt. Hon. 

Lyman P. Duff, administrator and 

acting chief justice of the Supreme 

Court of Canada, read the speech 

from the throne. 


Despite the absence of the Gov- 
ernor-General, all the color, the cere- 
mony and the pomp associated with 
the opening of the Dominion Parlia- 
ment was in evidence. Booming can- 
non, brass bands, fine uniforms, beau- 
tiful gowns, all played their part in 
the occasion. For the ceremonies 
were gathered many of those most 
prominent in the political, religious, 
diplomatic and social life of the Do- 
minion. 

His Excellency, the administrator, 
arrived amid the booming of guns 
and the notes of the National Anthem. 
He was escorted to the Senate cham- 
ber, taking his seat there on the 
vice-regal throne. Round him stood 
or sat representatives of the govern- 
ment, the army, navy and air forces, 
the church, the courts, foreign gov- 
ernments. Galleries were crowded. 

In the meantime, Commoners had 
gathered in their own chamber, the 
scene of many doughty, battles in days 
xgene.by. They waited for five or ten 
minutes, indulging in friendly con- 
|versation, psideetings and handshak- 
ing. Hon. Ernest Lapointe, former 
minister of justice, just recovered 
from an illness, was the target for 
many friendly greetings from those 
on both sides of the house. 

At last came the three sharp 
knocks on the door. The sergeant at 
arms hurried to open and admit the 
Gentleman Usher of the Black Rod 
conveying the summons to the Sen- 
ate. Led by Hon. George Black, 
speaker, the Commoners _ trooped 
through the marble paved corridor to 
the red chamber, filling all available 
space and jostling each other good 
naturedly as they went along. Then 
the speech was read.

EXCLUSIVE SALES AGENCIES 
SOUGHT FOR WHEAT POOLS 


Regina, Sask., March 16. — The 
directors of the three Western wheat 
pools by resolution passed on Satur- 
day, the second day of the interpro- 
vincial conference here, decided to 
ask the Dominion Government for 
enabling legislation in respect to est- 
tablishment by the provinces of ex- 
clusive agencies for the marketing. of 
agricultural products. It is under- 
stood that the resolution was passed 
without dissent, and that it included 
a request for assistance from the four 
Western governments and the agri- 
cultural co-operative organizations of 
British Columbia, in securing such 
legislation from the Dominion. 

It is also understood that one of 
the subjects under discussion by the 
conference was the matter of repay- 
ment to banks of the amounts _in- 
volved in the overpayment made to 
Pool members in the three provinces 


in respect to the 1929 crop. A thor- ‘ 


ough discussion resulted in a decision 
to leave the details to be worked out 
by the individual organizations. 
Other matters of routine interest 
to the pooling organizations were 
likewise discussed, including the 
situation with regard to spreads on 
certain kinds and grades of grain. 


FEDERAL AID ROR CATTLE 
RAISING IS ANNOUNCED 

Ottawa, Ont., March 12th.—Gov- 
ernment grants for the promotion of 
cattle raising in western Canada were 
announced Wednesday by Hon. Rob- 
ert Weir, minister of agriculture. 
With a view to assisting farmers to 
establish themselves in the breeding 
of cattle, for either beef or dairy pur- 
poses, the government will pay 
freight charges on carload lots of ac- 
credited stock from eastern Canada. 

Freight charges will be refunded, 
Mr. Weir stated, providing the con- 
signee forwards to the acting live- 
stock commissioner at Ottawa the re- 
ceipted freight bill and a _ formal 
statement showing that conditions at- 
tached to the grants have been ecni- 
plied with. In order to benefit, the 
purchaser must show that the car- 
load consisted of at least 12 head of 
female cattle, not under eight 
months and not over five years of 
age. 

Only cattle that have been declar- 
ed by a dominion veterinarian to be 
free from tuberculosis or other dis- 
ease may be included in a shipment, 


.}and the animals must be shown to 


be of merit from a producing stand- 
point. The new policy goes into effect 
immediately.

HEALTH ESTIMATES 
OF $1,627,307 APPROVED 


Edmonton, March 12.—Mild critic- 
ism, flavored with praise for the 
health services in the province, fea- 
tured passage of estimates for $1,- 
601,282 to be spent from income ac- 
count and $26,025 from capital for 
Hon. George Hoadley’s ‘department 
of health, when legislators consider- 
ed these on Wednesday afternoon. 

Comment on services of the de- 
partment, was largely from north- 
ern members, who were unani- 
mous in their praise of the work be- 
ing done by district doctors and the 
nurses in outlying areas. Mem- 
bers for Grouard, Ahtabaska, Peace 
River and Athabasca strongly urged 
that these services should be extend- 
ed in sparsely settled areas in their 
constituencies. ; 

Dr. Atkinson commended the min- 
ister of health for the service being 
given by the department’s traveling 
health clinics but he felt their ac- 
tivities should be confined to out- 
lying areas and they should not in- 
fringe on the practice of established 
doctors, in settled districts. 

Cities should not be debarred 
from the cheap medical service pro- 
vided by the clinics to rural areas, 
thought Fred White, Labor leader, 
and many children, at least in: city 
schools should be given this atten- 
tion at a nominal fee. 

His statement that .present medi- 
cal fees in many cases were exor- 
bitant again jbrought Dr. Atkinson 
to his feet with a reminder that 
doctors did a great deal of free 
work and a suggestion that doctors 
as well as lawyers might be pro- 
vided for the protection of people 
unable to pay for ‘professional = ser- 
vice when it was required. 
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“SALES TALK” IS GIVEN 
FOR LAND BY BRITISH HEIR 


Buenos Aires, March 16.—The great 
British trade exposition was official- 
ly under way Sunday. 

While the Argentine summer play- 
ed its part by providing a beautiful 
day as a setting, the Prince of Wales 
Saturday delivered his “sales talk” 
for the British Empire in his inaug- 
ura] address. . 
He called attention to the vast dis- 
play of British goods assembled ia 
Palmero Park as proof of a spirit of 
revival in British industry. 

He reached the climax of his  ad- 
dress with reference to the two Span- 
ish words which make up Argentina’s 
name for foreign trade, “intercambio 
commercial.” Translated literally in- 
to English, he pointed out, the words 
mean “commercial exchange.” The 
world’s depression, the Prince said, 
probably was mainly due to its fail- 
ure to recognize trade as an inter- 
change of products. 

He concluded with the hope 
the sale of more British goods inj 
Argentina would enable Britain to 
consume more Argentine meat andj 
grain, and said: “I dedicate this ex-! 
position to the Argentine people and 
confidently entrust its success to their 
care.” 

Before a crowd in which Argentine 
Officialdom and society and the Brit- 
ish colony of Beunos Aires were lib- 
erally represented the Prince began 
his address by reading a message 
which had come to him from the 
King. The King declared he was, 
greatly ‘gratified that his’ son was 
present in person to open a British 
trade exhibition which had been 
made possible by the co-operation of} 
the Argentine people. 

“I cherish the happiest memories 
of my visit to Argentina 51 years 
ago,” said the King, expressing his 
consciousness that the occasion af- 
forded to British industry an oppor- 
tunity for it to increase its trade | 
interchange with Argentina. The 
trade fair, he said, was certain to 
produce the most satisfactory results 
in the promotion of Argentina’s  in- 
terests in Great Britain. 

President Uriburu, responding to 
the Prince’s speech, recalled the 
“friendly and gentlemanly co-opera- 
tion” of the last century, during 
which British enterprise and capital 


had joined to develop Argentina’s re. 
sources,

NATURALIZATION PAPERS 
FRAUD TO BE PROBED 


Ottawa, March 13.—Following an in- 
vestigation carried on _ throughout 
‘Canada for the' past 15 months by the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police, 
Judge Wallace, of Woodstock, Ont., 
has been appointed a commissioner 
by the federal government to investi- 
gate cases of naturalization papers 
obtained fraudulently, it was announ- 
ced here today by Thomas Mulvey, 
under-secretary of state. 

Ingenious methods to obtain nat- 
uralization papers for aliens had been 
uncovered by the police investigation, 
Mr. Mulvey said. Papers obtained 
fraudulently could not be cancelled 
by the secretary of state until a com- 
missioner had investigated the cir- 


‘cumstances and this led to the ap- 


pointment of Judge Wallace. If it is 
discovered the papers were obtained 
fraudulently and that a conspiracy 
existed, prosecutions will follow in 
the courts, Mr. Mulvey said. 

When shown press reports from 
Montreal to the effect that a 
$3,000,000 fake naturalization paper 
ring existed in that city, Mr. Mul- 
vey was inclined to disbelieve them. 
He said the police investigation had 
never unearthed a forged paper, 
such as the Montreal ring was 
charged with selling.

Edmonton, March 12.—Opponents

TOURIST RECORD 
IN CANADA SET 


Ottawa, March 13.—Canada’s tour- 
ist traffic, which has become one of 
her most flourishing industries, es- 
tablished an all time record in 1930. 
According to the Department of Na- 
tional Revenue, 5,409,458 foreign auto- 
mobiles, bearing tourists, entered 
Canada last year for varying periods 
of time. The corresponding figure 
for 1929 was 4,508,809, which up to, 
that year was the record flow of tour- 
ists into the country. 

At the same time 746,924 Canadian 
cars left the country bearing tour- 
ists. 

If it is. assumed that the average 
car carried four tourists, then 21,- 
637,000 people entered Canada in 
1930 and 2,987,600 Canadians went 
as tourists to other countries, chief-, 
ly to United States. 


C.P.R. EXPANSION TO BE 
CONTINUED IN WEST 


Toronto, Ont. March 11.—“While' 
no direct explanation was forthcom- 
ing to explain why the Canadian’ 
Pacific should require an additional 
$50,000,000, if approved, it is geueral- 
ly understood that it indicates a con- 
tinuation of the company’s  expan- 
sion program,” the Mail and Pmpire 
says today. “To that extent it may 
be accepted as a highly favorable in- 
dication of the confidence which the 
management of te big railway places 
in, the future of Canada.

Receipts: Cattle, 499. calves, 
hogs, 1523; sheep, 214. 

The cattle market so far this week 
has not been so keen nor trading as 
‘brisk as was the case last week; this 
‘is particularly, true of medium and 
inbetween kinds of butcher cattle. 
Prices on the better grades of butch- 
ers are holding barely steady with 
Jast weeks’ close when an upturn of 
50c per hundred was experienced; 
medium and inbetween kinds are 
weaker to 26c lower. 

Bulk of the fed calves selling at 
$5.00 to $6.00. Good to butcher steers 
and heifers selling generally at $5.00 
to $5.25, chince ones up to $5.50, 
common to mediums $4.00 to $4.75. 
Bulk of the good butcher cows quot- 
ed at $3.75 to $4.00, choice ones up 
to $4.25, common to mediums $2.50 
to $3.25. Canners and cutters $1.50 to 
$2.50; bulls $2.25 to $2.75. 

Stockers are not moving any too 
readily and showing a weaker under- 
tone. Stocker steers and _ heifers 
going generally at $3.75 to $4.25, cows 
at $3.00 to $3.50. 

There is no material change notice- 
able on the calf market. The general 
run of good to choice vealers selling 
at $8.00 to $9.00, common to mediums 
$5.00 to $7.00. 

The hog market is lower. Today 
(Tuesday) the few offerings sold at 
$6.00 for bacons fed and watered, with 
selects bringing a 50c premium and 
butchers being discounted at 50c. 
Cuts on the offgrades remain un-

WESTERN M.P’S FORESEE 
' TREIND TO PROTECTION 


Ottawa, March 12.—Western mem- 
bers of parliament here for the ses- 
sion are looking forward to the dis- 
cussion on the budget this year with 
the knowledge of significant trends in 
opinions at home. 

With the exception of a few ir- 
reconcilable free traders, most of the 
members note a gradual swing to- 
wards protection. This is indicated 
in demands from livestock, beet sugar 
and other industries for a more ade- 
quate tariff. Many of those who, on 
principle, are opposed to higher tar- 
ifs also argue that, if such is to be 
the settled policy of the country, they 
might as well get a slice of it. To 
that end, they are prepared to fore- 
go their personal principles. The bud- 
get will not be down before the mid- 
dle of April, but when it is the gov- 
ernment’s clearly indicated policy 
will not enlist the same opposition 
from some quarters as it would have 
in previous years. 


“DECEPTION” IS GIVEN 
DENIAL BY BROWNLEE 


Edmonton, March 17. — Complete 
and unqualified denial that any decep- 
tion was practiced upon the Govern- 
ment in the establishment of a fiscal 
agency together with a_ declaration 
that the operation of the last such 
agency established by the province 
was the most economical in its his- 
tory and that there was no cost for 
private negotiation, featured the ad- 
dress in the Legislature on Monday 
by Premier J. E. Brownlee in speak- 
ing to the resolution, moved by W. R. 
Howson, Libenal, Edmonton, to the 
effect that the existing fiscal agency 
be abolished and that provincial is- 
sues be marketed only through priv- 
ate treaty. 

Efforts of Mr. Howson to abolish 
the fiscal agency met with defeat by 
a vote of 42 to 11. The house rejected 
his motion. 

Mr. Howson’s support come only 
from his own party, the 11 Liberal 
members standing shoulder to shoul- 
der. The night sitting saw Mr. How- 
son close the debate, attacking all 
opposition arguments, and declaring 
that there was a better market now 
for provincial bonds than it ever was 
before. 

A dramatic conclusion to the de- 
bate came when D. M. Duggan, Con- 
servative leader, sought the interven- 
tion of Mr. Speaker to have him with- 
draw allegations he had made in the 
debate in regard to deceit of the 
Government and in regard to re- 
straint in debate on account of busi- 
ness relationship with the Govern- 
ment. 


INDIAN PONIES FOR BULLY BEEF 


Indians on the Blood reserve, 
across the St. Mary’s river, have 
been clearing the reserve of all 
types of canner horses, considered 
practically useless there. Over two 
thousand horses have left the re- 
serve by way of Cardston, consign- 
ed to the cannery in Great Falls. 
The owners get from 40 to 50 cents 
a hundred pounds for these animals, 
which have kept much more profit- 
able stock off the reserve.—Macleod 
Gazette. 


NEW LINE OPENED 


Provost, March 13.—Grain is being 
shipped from Rosenheim over the new 
Canadian National branch, according 
to reports received here this week. 
‘Three buyers have been on the 
ground during the past few days, aud 
several cars have already been load- 
ed, portable elevators being used in 
lieu of the customary elevators, 
which are not expected to be built 
until late in the summer in prepara- 
tion for next fall business. About 30,- 
000 bushels is the estimate given of 
the amount of wheat now being load- 
ed at the new point. It is expected 
that the nucleus of a town will be on 
the ground at the present. end, of steel 
within the next few weeks, one local 
business man having expressed his 
intention of moving there in the 
near future. 


Regina, Sask., March 13.—Negotia- 
tions have been completed by the 
Provincial government for aerial fire 
patrol of Saskatchewan’s forest re- 
sources, where a contract was enter- 
ed into with the Brooks Construction 
Company of Prince Albert. Although 
not giving the figure involved, Prem- 
ier Anderson intimated that it was 


below the proposed cost of Federal 
patrol.
